Higher steel prices — almost
a certainty if the steel work-
ers win their wage demands--
could boost sales of plastics
and aluminums

Fvery price hike for steel
leaves some of its uses more
marginal, Steel will for some |
time to come remain cheaper |
by the pound than its newer ri- |
vals, but higher tooling and!
machining costs tend to thin
out that advantage. A firm that
makes sports car bodies says
the cost of a reinforced pl
tic product has come down 25
per cent in five years while
steel has been inching up.

Manufacturers who can con-
vert - from steel to plastics or
aluminum are taking a long,
hard look at the consumer. Will
he or won't he go for the pro-
duct that substitutes the cheap-
er and lighter materials?

A FISHING rod manufactur-
er says: “If buyers think our
prices are too high after a steel
price increase, we may well
switch to high-impact plastics
or aluminum.”

A lawn mower manufacturer
came out this spring with plas-
tic replacing some light steel
components. A refrigerator
maker has tested boxes in
which the inner liner is made
of plastic. A stove company
plans an oven using aluminum
as door framing; tooling costs
are 25 per cent less than for
chrome-plated steel. And even
at present prices, aluminum is
cutting into steel’s markets for
freight cars and truck bodies.
